Rural Economic Development Initiative 

(REDI)



Eligibility:

 Net Loss requirement on 2020 Taxes after including 2020 & 2021 assistance

 May exclude:

 Businesses with declines in 2020/21 that show net positive income

 Businesses that decreased size of operation to mitigate losses

 Previous programs (targeting broader audience):

 Based eligibility on pre-pandemic income vs post

 Compensated for declines or new COVID-related expenses

Application Process & Documentation:

 Monthly Profit & Loss (P&L) Statements difficult for some 

 Eligible fixed costs for award calculation may be limiting

 Fatigue among entrepreneurs to apply for relief

 Alternatives may include:

 Using an average for the monthly P&L calculated from tax return

 Expand eligible expenses 

 Streamlined eligibility determination/ application
